The Legislature of Illinois’ never forgets 
that Cook County pays something over one- 
fifth of the taxes for the support of the 
State Government. Thisis always remem- 
bered when there is a question of voting 
money to erect new buildings, endow new 
institations, duplicate State prisons, hos- 
pitals, asylums, normal schools, homes, and 
all the other devices for expending money 
and levying taxes. It is easy to erect an 
eastern, and southern, and southeastern, 
and southwestern asylum or hospital regard- 
less of cost, so long as Cook County alone 
will pay one-fifth the bill for erecting and 
furnishing the buildings and maintaining the 
ever-growing expenses of the institution. 

This same Legislature, however, turns a 
deaf ear to the appeals of the people of all

GAMBLING CLUBS. 

In Paris, where the vigilance of the police 
long since succeeded in breaking up the gam- 
bling hells, as they exist in the large cities 
of this country, most of the card-playing for 
money is done at the clubs. For a time the 
hells were maintained under the auspices of 
women who kept open house or gave soirees 
on certain evenings with a pretense of re- 
spectability, assumed under the name of a 
deceased husband or protector, or by reason 
of the fashionable location of their resi- 
dences ; but even these gilded traps for the 
unwary have been closed of late years, we 
believe. The Paris clubs afford now about 
the only opportunity for gambling outside 
of card-playing in private houses; but im- 
mense sums change hands over baccarat and 
vingt-et-un, under the auspices of ‘club- 
organizations and with an implied protec- 
tion from the *‘ Greeks (as the French call 
the cheats) which is altogether illusive, as 
frequent exposures have demonstrated.

THE TURF. 
AN INTERNATIONAL TROT. 

For the past two years there has been consid- 
erable discussion in a desultory way regarding 
the merits of the Urloff breed of trotters, it 
having been claimed by Americans who had vis- 
ited Russia that the representatives of the breed 
established by Count Orloff were fully as speedy 
as the American horses, “and of their ability 
to stay there has never been any 
doubt, as the races in Russia are generally three 
mile heats. As most people are aware, the na- 
tional Russian vehicle is the droschka, a clumsy 
four-whesled concern, and yet, at this way of 
going, a mile has often been done in 2:20 or bet- 


ter. Last year an effort was made to arrange a 


series of races between Russian and Amer- 
can stallſons in this country, bot 
the matter fell through, owing to 
lack of time in which to complete 
the necessary preparations. About the time 
that the matter was deing discussed, Jules 
Gouyon, a resident of Moscow, and an ardent 
lover of fast horseflesh, arrived in this country, 
and visited the principal trotting meetings for 
the purpose of collecting facts concerning the 
care and management of American trotters.
